EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CREATING  THE 
MONTANA  PUBLIC  SAFETY  COMMUNICATIONS  COUNCIL 


WHEREAS,  the  public  safety  of  the  citizens  of  Montana 
is  of  paramount  importance;  and 

WHEREAS,  public  safety  communications  provides  a  critical 
role  protecting  the  lives  and  property  of  the  citizens  of 
Montana;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  State's  public  safety  communications 
infrastructure  is  rapidly  becoming  outdated;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  is  adopting 
regulatory  changes  which  require  public  safety  communications 
systems  to  conform  to  new  technology  standards  in  order  to 
increase  the  efficiency  of  these  systems;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  effectiveness  of  public  safety  communications 
to  share  voice  and  data  information  between  jurisdictions  is 
critical  to  the  mission  of  public  safety;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Public  Safety  Communications  Task  Force  has 
developed  recommendations  to  implement  a  shared  public  safety 
communications  infrastructure;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  Public  Safety  Communications  Task  Force  has

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recommended  that  the  State  of  Montana  continue  to  work 
cooperatively  with  federal,  state,  local,  and  private  entities 
having  similar  communications  requirements,  to  design,  implement 
and  maintain  a  shared  public  safety  communications 
infrastructure;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  exist  opportunities  to  partner  with  private 
industry  to  share  in  the  costs  associated  with  communications 
infrastructure;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  coordination  and  support  of  the  public  safety 
communications  effort  is  an  ongoing  and  long  term  effort. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  MARC  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  laws  and 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana,  do  hereby  create  the 
Montana  Public  Safety  Communications  Council. 
I.    PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  ^Montana  Public  Safety  Communications 
Council  is  to  provide  policy  level  direction  for  matters  related 
to  designing,  implementing,  and  maintaining  Montana's  public 
safety  communications  infrastructure.  To  that  end  it  shall: 

A.  Establish  a  governance  structure  for  shared  authority 
regarding  the  management  of  Montana's  public  safety 
communications  infrastructure. 

B.  Exercise  authority  for  strategic  decision-making  with 
regard  to  Montana's  public  safety  communications 
infrastructure  including:  1)  policy  development,  2) 
participation  (identification  and  certification  of  entities 
allowed  to  use  Montana's  public  safety  communications 
infrastructure)  ,   3)  financial  planning,   4)  cost  recovery, 
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5)  acceptable  use,  6)  deployment  of  new  technologies,  and 
7)  other  policy  issues  related  to  the  Montana's  public 
safety  communications  infrastructure  as  determined  by  the 
Council . 

C.  Seek  statutory  authority,  during  the  1999  General 
Session  of  the  State  of  Montana  Legislature,  to  include 
approval  of  structure,  function  and  funding  for  public 
safety  communications  infrastructure,  as  well  as  provide 
the  basis  for  the  joint  participation  of  state  agencies, 
interested  local  governments,  federal  agencies,  and  private 
entities  as  deemed  appropriate. 

II.   COMPOSITION 

The   Council   shall   consist   of   fourteen   (14)   members 

appointed  by  the  Governor,  as  identified  below: 

A.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Administration  (or 
designee)  who  shall  .chair  the  Council; 

B.  A  representative  who  shall  represent  the  Montana  Power 
Company  and  other  private  utilities  participating  as 
private  entities; 

C.  A  representative  from  local  government  who  will 
represent  the  general  local  government  operations  of  the 
municipalities,  cities,  and  towns  of  Montana; 

D.  A  representative  from  local  government  who  will 
represent  the  county  government  operations  of  Montana; 

E.  A  representative  from  the  federal  government  who  will 
represent  the  federal  government  operations  of  the  pxiblic 
safety  departments,  agencies  and  bureaus  of  the  federal 
government ;

F.  Two  representative  from  State  agencies  who  will 
represent  State  government  operations; 

G.  Two  representatives  from  law  enforcement  who  will 
represent  the  Montana  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  and 
the  Sheriffs  and  Peace  Officers  Association; 

H.    A  representative  from  the  emergency  medical  services 

community  from  the  State  of  Montana; 

I.    A  representative  of  the  citizens  at  large  from  the 

State  of  Montana; 

J.    A  representative  from  the  fire  protective  services  of 

the  state  of  Montana; 

K.    A  representative  from  the  9-1-1  community  of  the  state 

of  Montana; 

L.    One  Tribal  representative. 

The  Department  of  Administration/Information  Services 
Division  will  provide  technical  and  administrative  support  for 
the  Council. 

The  names  and  addresses  of  members  appointed  by  the 
Governor  shall  be  submitted  by  separate  appointment  letters  to 
the  Secretary  of  State. 
III.  DURATION 

This  Coimcil  shall  exist  for  a  period  of  two  years  from  the 
effective  date  of  this  Order  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
subsequent  Executive  Order.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  ESTABLISHING  THE 
GOVERNOR'S  UPPER  YELLOWSTONE  RIVER  TASK  FORCE 


WHEREAS,     the   upper   Yellowstone   River   and   its 

tributaries,   herein   defined   as   that   reach   of   the   river 

(including   tributaries)   beginning  at   the  Yellowstone   Park 

boundary  and  extending  downstream  to  the  bridge  crossing  the 

river  at  Springdale,  is  a  national  treasure;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  recreational  opportunities  provided  by  the 
river  provide  significant  contributions  to  Montana's  economy; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  river  is  essential  to  Montanans  who  live  along 
it,  providing  water  for  agricultural,  domestic  and  commercial 
purposes;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  extreme  floods  of  1996  and  1997  have  created 
hardships  for  communities  and  Montana  citizens  who  live  adjacent 
to  the  river,  causing  damage  to  property  and  stream  banks,  as 
well  as  some  nationally-renowned  spring  creeks  in  Paradise 
Valley;  and 

WHEREAS,  previous  decades  of  work  done  along  the  river  for 
purposes   of   flood  control,   construction  of   transportation

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corridors  and  other  purposes  have  altered  the  natural  flood 
plain  of  the  river,  with  the  potential  to  exacerbate  damage  to 
private  and  public  property  and  fish  habitat;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  is  a  need  for  a  more  comprehensive  planning 
effort  involving  citizens,  communities,  and  government  agencies 
that  have  an  interest  in  the  upper  Yellowstone  River  to  ensure 
that  future  projects  that  affect  the  river  are  planned  and 
conducted  in  a  manner  that  will  preserve  the  integrity,  beauty, 
values,  and  function  of  the  upper  Yellowstone  River  for 
Montanans  now  and  in  the  future. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  I,  MARC  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me,  do  hereby 
establish  the  Upper  Yellowstone  River  Task  Force. 
I .    PURPOSE 

A.    The  Upper  Yellowstone  River  Task  Force  shall: 

1.  Provide  a  forum  for  the  discussion  of  issues  that 
effect  the  Upper  Yellowstone  River  basin, 
particularly,  to  bring  together  landowners,  sportsmen 
and  sportswomen,  and  community  leaders  to  develop  a 
shared  understanding  of  the  issues  and  competing 
values  and  uses  that  impact  the  Upper  Yellowstone 
River ; 

2.  meet  on  a  regular  basis,  the  frequency  to  be 
determined  by  Task  Force  members,  for  the  purpose  of 
encouraging  a  comprehensive  approach  to  action  taken 
along  the  Yellowstone  River  to  ensure  that  its 
integrity  remains  intact  while  balancing  the  needs  of 
communities  and  landowners  to  protect  property; 
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3.  seek  or  encourage  others  to  seek  grants,  funds  or 
other  cooperative  arrangements  to  implement 
recommendations  of  the  Task  Force;  and 

4 .  prepare  an  annual  report  to  the  Governor  on  the 
progress  of  the  task  force. 

II.  rOMPOSTTION 

The  Upper  Yellowstone  River  Task  Force  shall  be 
composed  of  no  more  than  12  voting  members  including 
representatives  of  the  following:  local  businesses, 
property  owners,  farmers  and  ranchers  who  live  along  the 
river,  the  angling  community,  a  conservation  group  or 
groups,  Park  County,  the  City  of  Livingston  and  the  local 
Conservation  District.  Representatives  of  the  Army  Corps 
of  Engineers,  Departments  of  Natural  Resources  and 
Conservation,  Environmental  Quality,  Fish,  Wildlife  & 
Parks,  and  Transportation  shall  serve  as  ex-officio 
members . 

III.  DURATION 

This  Task  Force  shall  remain  in  existence  until  July 
1,  1999  unless  extended  or  terminated  by  subsequent 
Executive  Order.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  PROCLAIMING  AN  EMERGENCY 
TO  EXIST  IN  THE  CITY  OF  VJOLF  POINT 


WHEREAS,  August  29,  1997,  a  severe  windstorm  blew  through 
the  City  of  Wolf  Point  in  Roosevelt  County;  and, 

l^JHEREAS,  this  severe  windstorm  has  created  in  it's  v;ake 
substantial  debris  from  uprooted  trees  causing  blockage  of 
numerous  streets  and  alleys  throughout  the  city,  as  well  as 
damage  to  street  lights,  street  signs  and  city  garbage 
containers;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  severe  windstorm  has  resulted  in  damage  to 
both  public  and  private  property;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  V.'olf  Point  has  committed  all  available 
resources,  taken  all  possible  actions  to  respond,  mitigate  and 
alleviate  the  situation,  and  the  local  resources  are  not 
sufficient  to  meet  the  conditions;  and 

IfflEREA-S,  the  City  of  VJolf  Point  declared  an  Emergency  and 
has  exhausted  all  available  emergency  levies  by  appropriating 
emergency  funding  in  an  amount  equivalent  to  a  two  (2)  mill  levy 
on  the  city's  taxable  valuation,  pursuant  to  Section  10-3-405, 
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MCA,  to  respond  in  the  aftermath  of  the  windstorm  ;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  proclamation  of  an  emergency  or  disaster 
authorizes  the  Governor  under  Section  10-3-311,  MCA,  to  expend 
funds  from  the  general  fund  to  meet  contingencies  and  needs 
arising  from  these  conditions. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  I4ARC  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me  as  Governor 
under  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  Title  10, 
Chapter  3,  MCA,  and  under  other  applicable  statutes,  do  hereby 
declare  an  emergency  to  exist  in  the  City  of  VJolf  Point.

COORDINATING  COI^ITTES  OF  WOMEN  (ICCW) 


WHEREAS,  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  prohibits 
the  State  or  any  person  from  discriminating  against  any  person 
in  the  exercise  of  his  or  her  civil  rights  on  the  account  of 
gender ;  and 

WHEREAS,  I  am  committed  to  bringing  about  full  and  equal 
employment  opportunity  for  all  Montanans ;  and 

WHEREAS,  equal  employment  opportunity  begins  in  state 
government ;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  State's  Equal  Employment  Opportunity  report  of 
1997  shows  that  although  significant  progress  has  been  made 
toward  women  moving  into  management  jobs,  women  remain 
concentrated  at  the  low  end  of  professional  and  managerial 
positions;  and

WHEREAS,  on  July  21 ,  1 997  a  severe  windstorm  blew  through  the  City  of  Libby 
in  Lincoln  County;  and, 

WHEREAS,  this  severe  v/indstorm  has  created  in  it's  wake  substantial  debris 
from  uprooted  trees  as  well  as  power  outages  resulting  from  downed  power  lines,  which 
in  turn  has  affected  the  city's  drinking  water  supply  and  sewage  treatment  facility;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  severe  windstorm  has  resulted  in  damages  to  both  public  and 
private  property;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  severe  wind  event  has  caused  life-threatening  situations  and 
a  continuing  substantial  threat  to  life  and  property;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Libby  has  committed  all  available  resources  and  taken 
all  possible  actions  to  respond,  mitigate  and  alleviate  the  situation,  and  the  local 
resources  are  not  sufficient  to  respond  to  the  conditions;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Libby  declared  an  emergency  and  has  exhausted  all 
available  emergency  levies  by  appropriating  emergency  funding  in  an  amount

I.    PURPOSE

e.  advise  state,  local  and  private  agencies  on  juvenile 
justice  in  order  to  better  coordinate  services  and  to 
most  efficiently  utilize  available  resources. 

II.  COMPOSITION  AND  TEPJ^S  CF  APPOINTKENT 

The  composition  of  the  Council  shall  not  exceed  20  members, 
and  must  include  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Corrections 
or  the  Director's  designee.  The  names  and  addresses  of  members 
who  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor  are  submitted  by 
separate  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  State  and  to  the  Board  of 
Crime  Control. 

III .  COMPENSATION  AND  TRAVEL 

Council  mem>bers  eligible  for  comipensation  under  2-15-122(5) 
MCA  shall   be   com^pensated  $25   for   each   day   actually   and 
necessarily  engaged  in  performiance  of  Council  duties.    All 
Council  members  who  are  not  full-time  state  employees  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  travel  expenses  pursuant  to  2-15-122(5)  MCA. 

IV.  TERMINATION  OF  PRIOR  EXECUTIVE  ORDER 

Any  provisions  of  prior  Executive  Orders  relating  to  the 
Youth  Service  Advisory  Council  are  hereby  superseded  by  the 
provision  of  this  Order. 

V.  DURA.TION 
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The  Council  shall  exist  until  two  years  from  the  effective 
date  of  this  order.   This  Order  shall  be  effective  iirmediately .

WHEREAS,  the  presence  of  M.  cerebralis,  the  causative 
agent  for  whirling  disease,  has  now  been  confirmed  in  40  water 
bodies  in  Montana;  and

1.  Promote  public  education  on  whirling  disease  by 
helping  to  establish  educational  and  information 
programs  and  by  serving  as  an  ambassador  to  various 
constituencies  and  interest  groups  to  ensure  they 
receive  up-to-date  information. 

2.  Prepare  an  annual  status  report  that: 

a.  assesses  the  status  of  current  efforts  to 
implement  the  Task  Force's  recommendations; 

b.  evaluates  and  updates,  as  appropriate,  the 
previously  established  goals  and  action 
plan;  and 

c.  reports  on  research  conducted  under  the 
auspices  of  the  whirling  disease  project  of 
the  National  Partnership  on  the  Management 
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of  Wild  and  Native  Coldwater  Fisheries. 

3.  Provide  a  forum  for  the  discussion  of  public 
policy  issues  associated  with  whirling  disease  in 
Montana.  The  Task  force  maintains  a  unique  position 
to  bring  affected  parties  together  to  jointly  develop 
a  shared  understanding  of  policy  options  and  trade- 
offs. These  efforts  should  complement  the  decision- 
making roles  of  the  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks 
Commission  and  zhe  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and 
Parks. 

4.  Evaluate  and,  as  appropriate,  develop 
recommendations  to  address  the  socio-economic  impacts 
of  whirling  disease. 

B.  The  Whirling  Disease  Task  Force  may  establish 
subcommittees  comprised  of  individuals  with  needed 
technical,  scientific,  educational  or  economic 
expertise  to  assist  the  Task  Force  in  making  informed 
decisions. 
II.   COMPOSITION 

The  Whirling  Disease  Task  Force  shall  be  composed  of  not 
more  than  21  members,  plus  the  Director  of  Montana  Fish, 
Wildlife  and  Parks  who  shall  serve  as  an  ex-officio  member.  The 
names  and  addresses  of  merriers  who  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  Governor  shall  be  submitted  by  separate  letter  to  the 
Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  and  the  Secretary  of 
State. 
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III.  DURAT I ON 

This  Task  Force  shall  remain  in  existence  until  January  1, 
1999,  unless  extended  or  terminated  by  subsequent  Executive 
Order. 

This  Order  is  effective  immediately.
